Resolution Passed at Mooting of.ths 
Canadian Mining Instituta 

Victoria.—The flrst semi-annual 
meeting of the Canadian Mining Insti¬ 
tute in session here, passed a resolu¬ 
tion urging the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to appoint a minister of mines. 
The gathering is presided over by Dr. 
A. K. Barlow, of Montreal, who In 
his piestdentigl address, referred to 
the highly prosperous condition of the 
mining industry in Canada. In Nova 
Scotia, he said, while gold mining was 
declining, this had been more than 
made up tor by the coal output, which 
this year would.be the largest In the 
history of the province. .In New 
Brunswick, coa! ; iron and gas were 
soon to be developed. Quebec was 
on the eve of the discovery of new 
mineral, and at the present this pro¬ 
vince produced seventy-five per cent 
of the world’s asbestos supply. Que¬ 
bec had -also the largest copper mine 
In Canada. 

Ontario’s production for this year 
would be $40,000,000. The advance 
of the coal Industry in Atoerta had 
been amazing, while wRh the advent 
of new railways, fresh discoveries 
would still stimulate the mineral out¬ 
look in British Columbia. Among 
the other speakers were Sir Richard 
McBride, minister of mines in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and Hon. Wm. Tem- 
p'.eman. 


Imperial and Dominion Government 
Will Facilitate It In Future 

Ottawa.—Arrangements, It Is be¬ 
lieved, have been completed between 
the Imperial and the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernments whereby the Immigatlon of 
reservists of the Special Army Re- 
serve will be facilitated In the fu- 
■lure. Formerly known as the mili¬ 
tia. this arm is now used as an ad¬ 
junct to the regular army, with men 
enlisted for a few months service and 
then for several years held to serve 
in the eveot'of mobilisation. 

This obligation hue hitherto ham¬ 
pered the Immigration of these men 
as well as reservists of the regular 
army, but some time ago arrange¬ 
ments were concluded between the 
UrltUh and Canadian Governments 
whereby the latter class could come 
to Canada. This arrangement for 
iho special reservists Wtil now be 
extended.

RAILWAYS MUST NOW AWAIT 
CONCLUSION OF INQUIRY 


Application for Permission to Increase I 
Freight Ryes is Denied for the Pre¬ 
sent—No Changes, then, Will be 
Made In the Western Rates. 

Ottawa.—That pending the conclu¬ 
sion of the inquiry now being qonduct- 
ed Into western freight rates these 
rates' gre not to be-Increased by the 
railways was handed down as a rule 
by Chairman H. L. Drayton, K,C.. 
the new head of the railway board 
who took his sear for' the first time. 

Judge F. H. Phippen of the O'. N.R. 
endeavored to Justify any changes 
which the road had made Ift its west¬ 
ern rates since the opening of the in¬ 
quiry. He explained that one rate 
for Instance had been lowered to meet I 
lower rates In the United States, j 
These had been changed and accord -1 
Ingly Jhe Canadian rates were also 
being brought back to their old level.' 
Rates on hay, put in force on account I 
of the failure qX the western hay crop. I 
were being brought back to-normal. 

The board is not able to check these 
cases, said Mr; Drayton. 1 am told 
the C.N.R. wishes to change the rates 
on fertilizers as well. If we are 
ever to bave any finality In this west¬ 
ern matter the only thing to do Is 
to leave the rates alone. 

That such a general order as pro¬ 
posed was in excess of the Jurisdiction 
pf the board was maintained by E. 
W. Beatty for the C.P.R. The rates 
complained of were not being in¬ 
creased only aligne'1 he stated. 

As far as 1 am^concerned, then 
said the chairman, 1 consider the usual 
rules should be absolutely changed. 
They say that a tariff becomes effect¬ 
ive thirty days after It 1 b filed. As 
far as western rates are concerned, 
however, no advance will became op 
eratlve under that clause. A prlma 
facie case of discrimination has been 
made out against the railways. If 
theifi. are any alignments of tariffs to 
be made, however, such cjn be drawn 
to the attention of Mr. Hard well, the 
board’s tariff officer 

Mr. Bpatty In reply to a question 
from the chairman stated he would 
be ready to go ahead with the rail¬ 
ways case at the opening of the 
freight rates case on October 7 and 
would file with the board a summary 
of the grounds on which the railway ! 
side of the affair would be based.

Profits in Butter Fat 

Wainwright, Alta.—Dairy and Cat- 
let growers In the Wainwright. dis¬ 
trict are beihg forcibly reminded of 
the large possibilities at hand for de¬ 
velopment of a profitable export trade 
by the high prices now ruling for but¬ 
ter fat in Edmonton and other large 
centres. The Edmonton city dairy 
Is now offering $2.40 per hundred 
pounds for milk delivered at Ed fron¬ 
ton during the coming season. The 
Edmonton concern has had difficulty to 
supply the demands of the growing 
population,, aud Is making a special 
effort to develop reliable Rupply cen¬ 
tres; and until the establishment' of 
a local creamery at Wainwright It Is 
believed that dairymen here will be 
eager to take advantage of'th'e avail¬ 
able market. The output of butter 
fat of the Wainwright district Is es¬ 
timated at about $1,000 monthly. 


Value of Panama Canal Exaggerated 

Paris.—The passing of the Panama 
Canal BUI into law has given rise to 
the discussion .of the exaggeration of 
the Importance of the canal itself to 
the world’s shipping. 

One of the leading maritime auth¬ 
orities in France, M. \ Jone Moselli, 
•ays In this connection that' the enor¬ 
mous advantages Of the new canal are 
on consideration greatly diminished. 
They are, he says, not sufficient to 
bring to Panama the trade enjoyed 
by 8uez, for, while the voyage from 
Europe to the east via Panama would 
be some fifteen days shorter, this ad¬ 
vantage would be more than counter¬ 
balanced by the difficulty of obtaining 
freight. 

By the Suez route vessels tap Egypt 
and India and China, where freights 
are profitable And abundant, while 
there would not seem to be much to 
be picked up by the Panama route. 
On the return ships make a slight de-' 
tour to Chile and load nitrate, but at 
$2.50 a ton this would not appear at¬ 
tractive. - / 

From the passenger’s point of view 
the Panama route would only benefit 
travelers between Europe, the west 
■"coast of the United States and Austra¬ 
lia. European passengers for Chile 
would arrive just as quickly,by going 
direct to Buenos Ayres and taking the 
Transandean railroad. 

As to the nitrates and saltpeter of 
Chile—not very profitable freight—It 
Is to be preseumed that the sailing 
ships that carry ft now will continue 
to use the Cape Horn route. n»>t only 
to avoid the canal dues, but also be¬ 
cause calms are frequent and dura¬ 
ble in the gulf of Pangma. 

There remains the question of coal. 
Seventy-five per cent of existing car¬ 
go steamers carry between 6,600 and 
$.000 tons. Their" speed is small arid 
dheir coal consumption calculated for 
medium distances. But between 
Panama and Asia or Australia there fs 
the whole Pacific ocean to-be croseed, 
fifteen to twenty days’ navigation. 
Only very rich freights would permit 
such an expense. 

From all this, concludes M. Moselli, 
it andears that the prime importance 
of the canal is strategical, in that It 
permits the United States fleet to op¬ 
erate Indifferently on either slmre. of 
the continent. 

Thanks to the new canal, the 
American fleet will be able to aceom- 
pllsh In two or three weeks a jour¬ 
ney which formerly required three 
months, and that, without doub*. will 
hasten the settling Of accounts which, 
soon or later must take-pUce bettvaen 
the United States of America and 
Japan for the harmony of the Pa-

les’ wife pawned her jewels the other 
day and used the money to pay. the 
$8,066 which her husband owed to the 
Lincoln Trust Company. 
s So the forced auction of the furni¬ 
ture and keepsakes and civil war com¬ 
missions signed by Abraham Lincoln, 
which was to have been held is off. 

Mrs. Sickles and her husband lire 
not now on good terms. They , sep¬ 
arated not long afte^ their marriage 
Iff Madrid in 1871 and' have been es¬ 
tranged most of the years since then. 
But when Mrs. Sickles learned last 
week fthat the general, who is 86 
years of age, was about to be sold out 
by the sheriff, she resolved to help 
him. 

In pawning hfr jewels and saving 
to the general hls possessions In the 
old Sickles home at 23 Fifth Avenue,, 
she had no_other niotfve than making 
her husband happy, according to 
Ralph Wolf, attorney for Gen. Sick 
les. 

Since eomlng"to this country )n 
1908 after the death of her Spanish 
mother, Mrs. Sickles has lived at the 
Brevoort house, adjoining that of Gen. 
Sickles and owned by him, and more 
recently in an anartment on West 
Eighth street with he^ son, George 
Stanton Sickles. 

At noon today Mrs. Sickles set 
forth on her mission to relieve the 
embarrassed general. She and her 
son went flrst to the Knickerbocker 
Trust company. Then Mrs. Pickles 
opened her safe deposit box and drop¬ 
ped into her handbag fifteen pieces of 
jewelry. 

Then mother and son walked to 
McAleen’s pawnshop on Sixth Avenue 
and Thirty-fifth street. Henry Mc- 
Aleen knew they were eoming. The 
visit was arranged three days ago. 
The lawyers’for Gen. Sickles and the" 
Lincoln Trust company knew some¬ 
thing about It, too. :— 

Mrs. Sickles laid the contents of 
her satchel before Ml. MoAleen. She 
seemed to think she would be able 
to redeem her pledges in good time. 
As she handed the pawnbroker a dla-" 
mond and sapphire bracelet she ob¬ 
served to her son: 

That was a present from the gen¬ 
eral . 

Mrs. Sickles little excursion end¬ 
ed at the offices of the Lincoln Trust 
company. There she paid $8,066 to 
Vice President Webb and got a re¬ 
ceipt acknowledging that the Judge¬ 
ment had been'satisfied. Mr. Webb 
waived the coats and -accepted only 
the principal and Interest of the gen¬ 
eral’s Indebtedness.

Toronto.—War has been declared 
by the Toronto Board of Trade on the 
real estate sub-division business in 
districts adjacent to the city.

No Gold, but Coal 
St. John’s, Nfld.—After great hard¬ 
ships in the frozen north. Captain 
j. .Bartlett, of the steamer Neptune 
of this port who headed a gold hunt¬ 
ing expedition to Baffin Land, re¬ 
turned to this harbor reporting the 
loss of one of hie ships and the dis¬ 
covery of extensive coal deposits but 
no gold.

Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 
Thompson, Sons 6 Co-, Grain Mer¬ 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg. Sept. 12.,—Up until the 
7th Inst, the weather over the Dakot¬ 
as and. western Canada continued of 
the same unfavorable nature for har¬ 
vesting, etc., that had prevailed for 
some weeks. On Saturday night it 
seemed to blow out in a tremendous 
storm of wind and rain, which was 
especially severe In central and east¬ 
ern Manitoba, and across the line In¬ 
to northern Minnesota. Nearly two 
inches of rain fell in the Portage la 
Prairie district in the course of two 
hours, and much rain-fell all over the 
country but the storm was much more 
severe in some districts than others. 
Since this storm .on Saturday night, 
the weather has made a most favor¬ 
able change to bright, breezy and 
warm; no rain being reported from 
any "point between the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains and the Red River for four days. 
Only those, who can understand what 
this means to the farms and farmers 
of this country at the present time 
can appreciate the beneficleot change 
which has occurred. Should this 
fine harvest weathe^ .continue steadily 
from this onward, harvest work and 
threshing will progress rapidly, and 
in a few days thousands of cars of 
new wheat will bp rushing eastward 
to the terminal elevators at the head 
of the great lakes. Up to the pre¬ 
sent there has been no frost, but there 
are iate fields’ which we cannot expect 
to altogether escape frost damage be¬ 
fore they are fully ripe. By the end 
of the present week practically all the 
wheat c*op except very late fields 
will be in stook, but many fanners 
will still have oats and barley.to cut 
down. In some districts a good deal 
of damage has happened to wheat by 
snrouting iri the stook, for the warm 
moist weather has been particularly 
favorable for that, but so far as we 
call find out such damage is not gen¬ 
eral. On the whole. If only the 
weather will continue steadily favor¬ 
able, western Canada and North Da¬ 
kota will secure abundant crops of all 
the grains, and and the average qual¬ 
ity will be very satisfactory. In re¬ 
gard to wheat markets, their course 
has been marked during the week by 
some nervousness. On the one hand 
supplies are beginning to accumulate ; 
In earnest, and on the other hand 
there Is a big healthy demand for 
floor, aud the fore part of the week

Human Hair-Nets 

The annual sale of nets of human 
hair, according to the report' of the 
American Consul at Kehl, Is estimat¬ 
ed at 12,000 000 . 

Hair-nets are made almost wholly 
in the houses of Alsatian and Aus¬ 
trian peasants; the peculiar skill re¬ 
quired to net hair has become in part 
hereditary. 

The children begin first to tie the 
hairs together, end to end, to make 
ona-long hair. Then with only a 
round piece of wood about 6 in. long 
and 1-2 Inch In diameter and a needle 
the older girls and women—and some¬ 
times the men—weave the nets. 
Each mesh is knotted in much the 
same way that fish-nets or hammocks 
are made. Only tying a single hair 
is a mare delicate and difficult task 
than tying a string. 

Tp make a dozen nets is a day’s 
work of ten or twelve hours.
